The Birth. Pioces of College Alumal. 
Washington (Jane 20) te the Boston Ad vex 


The Bureau of Education has nearly ready 
for publication an interesting and useful 
work on instruction, which wii! contain the 
following condensed bistory of where the 
alowni of four «of our principal colleges were 
born. As the colieges in question celebrate 
beit commencements bow, it is particularily 
interesting. O1 the 1568 alumpi of Harvard 
College birth-places are knen, near 
'y three fourths were born in Massachasetts, 
and four. fiftbs were born in Northern States, 
and nine in foreign countries. It appears 
tbat more than one-twelfth of the graduates 
for twenty four years were born ia the 
South. Twenty-five State, and some foreign 
countries, are represented on the list. 
The alumni record of Wesleyan Ubiversi- 
does pot specify where 24 of the 

graduates under consideration wee 
borm. Of the 447 known cases, more ‘than 


ope-balf were burn in the Eastern States, and 


nearly all ibe rest in the Northern States. 
Nearly one-sixth of the number known were 
bern in Conn: ctiout, snother sixth in Massa- 
chvsetts, and more than one third in New 
York, s that these three States produced 
two-thirds of the graduates. Of the 1,504 
tindents mentioned in the Yale College 
table more than ove-balf were born int 
New England States, and pearly one seventh 
in sachusetts, and more than one-fifth in 
New York. Less than one-third of the 
Whole number were born in Conrecticut. 
Thirty States and Territories,as well as 
some foreign countries sent their sons to 
rer bells for culture. Of the 1,327 
Dertmeouth alumniwhose birth-places are 
known, more than ove bali were born in 
New Hau p-bire, and jess than 100 were born 
out of New England. Of the 5,276 cares thus 
reported hem these colleges we find that 
wore than twice as many “ere born ia Mas- 
-achusetts as in Connecticut; that New 
Hampshire preduced more than Connecti- 
cut; that about tive sevenths of the whole 
number were born in New England, and 
nearly ope-eighth in New York. Four men 
born In Connecticut went to Harvard, and 
pine went to Darmonth, while 254 born in 
Massachusetts and 34 born in New Hamp- 
hire went to Yale. Kighty-four New Hamp- 
sbire men wen to Harvard, and 20 Massa- 
cbhusetts men went to Dari mouth, and about 
77 per cent of those born in Vermont went

HE REFUDIATORS AGAINST GREELEY. 
Mr. J. v. Séammon, a Chieago banker, 

achieved seme notoriety by opposing re- 
sumption of greenback payments by the 
banks of Chfeago after the fire. He 
seemed then to have a notion that, if the 
banks offered to redeem their obligations 
to depositors, they would find all their 
money drawn. out in a day or two,and 
must then break, Certain “bankers, of 
higher intelligence, declared their purpose 
to resume, and Mr. Scammon had to yield. 
The experiment was tried, and within 
.. forty-eight hours it was dis- 
covered that the depositers did not want 
to withdraw their deposits; that they did 
not yearn to keep them at their houses, 
sewed up in their wives’ stockings, or hid. 
den bet ween the mattresses, or to make 
any other inconvenient and unsafe dis- 
position of them. In short, the people 
came right along with their new deposits, 
und in a trice the vanks had more money 
- ¥than before. Had Mr. Scammon’s panacea 
of semi-repudiation been adopted by hold- 
ing on to the people's money, and refus- 
ing to meet their obligations, the 

banks of the city would have been irre- 
trievably disgraced, and, perhaps, plunged 
into bankruptcy. Certainly, there would 
have been no instantaneous revival of 
public confidence, and no flow of new de- 
posits inte the banks. 

As it is thus proved that Mr. Scam- 
mon’s instincts as a banker tend toward 
repudiation when it is wholly unnecessary, 

and when resumption would prove the 

safer policy, itis no surprise to find him 
opposing Greeley’s election in 
the fear that it may result in 
the resumption of specie- payments. Mr. 
Scammon contends that various writers 
on political ecénomy allege that the value 
of a legal-tender currency depends on its 
Auantity, and not on‘the public confidence 
in its redemption, and cites J. B. Say to 
that effect. We have had more and better 
opportunities to observe the causes which 
infinence the value of « legal-tender cur- 
rency, during our war of the Rebelhon, than 
all the political economists who had 
ever lived before! that time. 
McClellan’s disastrous battles before 
Riebmond sent the premium on gold up 
28 per cent in six days in July, 
* 1862, though the entire issues of legal, 
tender currency prior to that time had not 
raised it 5 per cent. ere was a depre- 
ciation of 20 per cent in currency caused 
wholly by decline ef public confidence. 
The victories of Gettyeburg and Vicks- 
burg, in July, 1863, lewered the premium 
Gp a like degree, causing an advance in 
the value of greenbacks of 20 per 
cent, due to public confidence. Gold 
rose and fell, or, in other words, greenhacks 
declined and advanced, with every vibra- 
tion of our arms between success and de- 
féat, without regard to the quantity of 
greenbacks, or any other form of currency, 
circulation. During Grant's heavy 
es in the battles of the Wilderness, 

' from the Rapidan to Richmond, public 

confidence so declined that gold, in Au- 

gust, 1864, ran up about 89 per cent, to its 
highest point, 288, thus reducing the 
gréenback to a value of only 43 cents. 

Between January and April, 1865,gold tum- 

bled, as the Rebellion collapsed, from 200 

in January to i281-2 on the un 
mouncement of, Lee's and Jolm- 
son's surrender. All these changes 
bore no relation whatever to the quantity 
of currency atloat, but solely to the popu- 
lar confidence in the success of the Gov- 
ernment, and in the conseyuent redemp- 
tion of its fromises. All the speculations 
of economists before the war are worth- 
‘less compared with an overwhelmmg ar- 
ray of experience and facts contradicting 
their a prion theories; if, indeed, their 
theories are such as Mr. Scammon al-
